As  advocates  of  vegetarianism,  we  are 

(frequently  called  upon  to  explain  or  to  defend 
our  views.  Effective  responses  should  be 
brief,  reasonable,  conciliatory,  and  ...  in 
good  humor.  Here  are  the  two  dozen  most 
coqroon  challenges  and  our  favorite  responses. 


I  •  Where  do  you  get  your  protein? 

From  the  same  sources  tnat  most  other 
people  do:  grains,  legumes,  and  other  vege¬ 
tables.  Unlike  others,  however,  we  do  avoid 
the  excess  protein  from  meat  and  other  animal 
products  which  is  laced  with  fat,  cholesterol, 
pesticides,  hormones,  antibiotics,  and  similar 
harmful  ingredients  and  places  an  unnecessary 
burden  on  the  consumer's  digestive  system 
liver,  and  kidneys. 


& 


Vegetables  and  fruit  are  contaminated  with 
pesticides,  too. 

Unfortunately  it's  all  too  true.  The  good 
news  Is  that  we  can  remove  at  least  some  of 
the  contaminants  by  scrubbing  with  soap  and 
water.  The  bad  news  is  that  animals  eating 
these  foods  concentrate  the  pesticides  In 
their  fatty  tissues.

Plant  protein  is  of  inferior  quality. 

This  notion  was  based  on  the  mistaken 
that  cur  protein  intake  needs  to 
the  same  pattern  of  the  eight  essen- 
amtno  acids  as  animal  flesh,  however,  we 
know  that  approximately  80  percent  of  our 
tein  Intake  is  used  to  build  the  14  nones¬ 
sential  amino  acids,  burned  to  produce  energy, 
or  stored  as  fat.  Our  body  is  able  to  extract 
F^all  the  essential  amino  acids  it  needs  from 
'•plant  protein.

•  The  homan  anatomy  is  designed  to  eat  meat. 

Now,  there  Is  a  startling  conclusion!  Is 
it  based  on  the  small  mouth,  prevalence  of 
chewing  over  tearing  teeth,  and  a  neutral 
saliva?  Or  perhaps  It  refers  to  the  large 
stomach,  long  snail  Intestine,  and  puckered 
colon  of  human  beings,  all  totally  unsuited 
for  meat  consumption. 


•  Meat  Is  a  part  of  our  natural  heritage. 

So  are  earthquakes,  floods,  forest  fires, 
contagious  and  degenerative  diseases,  and  a 
life  expectancy  of  35  years.  Through  the 
years,  we  have  learned  to  control  these  tragic 
afflictions  of  humankind.  Isn't  it  time  that 
we  got  started  on  our  diet? 


t  •  We  need  a  balanced  diet. 

Absolutely.  This  is  why  most  vegetarians 
partaxe  daily  of  the  basic  food  groups: 
grains  and  legines,  leafy  vegetables,  fruit, 
and  eggs  and  dairy  products  (optional).  Meat 
unbalances  our  diet  by  introducing  excessive 
amounts  of  fat,  cholesterol,  pesticides, 
hormones,  and  antibiotics.  It  also  interferes 
with  our  absorption  of  crucial  nutrients  by 
l  depleting  caicium  from  our  oones  and  by 
1  stressing  our  digestive  system. 


Vegetarianism  may  be  O.K.  for  adults, 
children  need  meat.

Growing  children  need  ample  protein,  calcium, 
and  other  minerals  for  body  building,  carbo¬ 
hydrates  for  energy,  and  vitamins  to  make  it 
all  work.  Meat  is  rich  in  protein  and  iron, 
but  it  also  contains  saturated  fat  and  choles¬ 
terol  and  depletes  calcium  from  the  bones. 

Its  vitamin  pattern  is  spotty  at  best. 

Children  can  get  all  the  nutrients  they  need 
for  healthy  growth  from  a  balanced  vegetarian 
fare  containing  grains  and  legunes  (or  dairy 
and  eggs),  leafy  vegetables,  and  fruit. 


•  Vegetarians  need  to  Le  careful. 

Primarily  of  bankrupting  the  medical  care, 
life  Insurance,  and  meat  processing  industries. 
In  nutritional  terms,  abstinence  from  meat 
leaves  no  significant  vacancy  and  requires  no 
I  special  precautions. 


Vegetarianism  may  be  O.K.  for  people,  but 
dogs  and  cats  need  meat. 


Meat  is  a  concentrated  nutritional  package. 

In  a  sense,  that's  true.  It  supplies

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•  Abstinence  from  meat  in  the  developed 
countries  will  not  relieve  world  hunger. 

World  hunger  is  attributed  chiefly  to  three 
factors:  an  inadequate  social  and  economic 
infrastructure  in  the  less  developed  countries 
(IOC’s),  a  tendency  by  officials  of  these 
countries  to  emulate  the  grossly  unsuitable 
If  U.S.  agricultural  model,  and  the  inability  of 


.  people  in  the  IOC's  to  compete  with  U.S., 
Soviet,  and  Japanese  livestock  for  our  farm 


It  Is  true  that  the  digestive  system  of 
dogs  and  cats  is  more  adept  at  dealing  with 
meat,  chiefly  by  speeding  up  the  digestion  and 
expulsion  process.  However,  meat  consumption 
is  a  major  factor  in  the  incidence  of  chronic 
diseases  and  reduced  life  expectancy  in  car¬ 
nivorous  animals,  as  it  is  In  humans.  Cogs 
and  cats  get  along  just  fine  on  a  vegetarian 
diet  (cats  need  an  occasional  helping  of  dairy 
products).  And  isn’t  it  refreshing  to  know 
that  other  animals  didn't  have  to  be  brutal¬ 
ized  and  killed  ? 

Fane  animals  are  bred  for  food,  so  It’s 
alright  to  kill  them. 

That's  from  the^Atti la-the  Hun'School  of 
Ecology.  It  also  teaches  that  laboratory 
animals  are  bred  to  be  experimented  on, 
unwanted  pets  are  bred  to  be  impounded  and 
destroyed,  wildlife  habitats  are  preserved  to 
increase  the  number  of  animals  to  be  shot  and 
trapped,  national  forests  are  preserved  for 
developers  and  paper  mills,  wildnerness  areas 
are  preserved  for  mineral  exploitation. 


|«  products.  A  reduced  reliance  on  animal 
agriculture  in  the  developed  countries, 
li  coupled  with  a  more  compassionate  attitude 
ll  toward  the  hungry  abroad  represents  a  crucial 
|  jyfirst  step  toward  elimination  of  world  hunger. 


Reduction  of  meat  consumption  would  put 
people  out  of  work. 


So  did  the  invention  of  the  automobile, 

,  eradication  of  contagious  diseases,  and  end  of 
World  War  II.  A  gradual  retraining  and 
relocation  of  the  work  force  is  a  necessary 
ingredient  of  all  social  progress. 


•  I  do  enough  for  animals  without  becoming 

a  vegetarian. 

That's  most  unlikely.  The  number  of  warm¬ 
blooded  animals  brutalized  and  slaughtered  for 
food  each  year  Is  approximately  50  times  the 
nunber  of  animals  killed  in  laboratories.  50 
times  the  number  killed  by  hunters  and 
trappers,  and  300  times  the  number  killed  in 
pounds.  An  animal  advocate  who  eats  meat  is 
personally  responsible  for  the  slaughter  of  20 
warm-blooded  animals  per  year  and  probably 
many  more,  slaughtered  for  the  advocate's 
meat-eating  family  and  pets.

This  way  they  will  consume  only  a  small  frac¬ 
tion  of  plants  that  must  be  fed  to  livestock 
to  yield  an  equivalent  amount  of  animal  food. 


The  Bible  conmands  us  to  eat  meat. 


My  Bible  says  Just'the  opposite.  Genesis 
1:29  and  Exodus  20:13  are  particularly 
relevant.  Permission  to  eat  meat,  as  In 
Genesis  9:3,  was  granted  only  under  special 
circumstances  following  the  flood. 


If  we  didn't  eat  animals,  they  would 
overrun  the  earth. 


The  only  animals  that  breed  beyond  the 
capabilities  of  their  resources  appear  to  be 
humans.  Animals  in  the  wild  have  a  natural 
\  birth  control  mechanism  that  reflects  the 
^.carrying  capacity  of  their  envirorment.  Farm 
animals,  on  the  other  hand,  are  bred  in 
'numbers  that  are  carefully  adjusted  in  ac- 
’  cordance  with  anticipated  market  conditions.

e  I  like  meat  too  much  to  quit. 

That's  serious,  but  curable.  Unlike  the 
tobacco  and  alcohol  habit,  the  custom  of  meat 
consumption  can  be  broken  gradually,  first 
once  a  week,  then  once  a  day,  and  by  switch¬ 
ing,  first  to  poultry  and  fish,  and  then  to 
eggs  and  dairy  products.  Soybean-based  meat 
analogs  can  help  in  the  transition  as  well.

I've  asked  my  colleague  Natalie 
StephanDva  to  aot  aa  our  chief  investigator  and  look  through 
newspaper  and  agency  reports.  Well,  where'll  we  start? 

Natalia  Stephanovai  First  of  all,  I  deoided  to  find  on' 
what  "orack"  is,  and  here's  what  I  found  out.  This  drug,  la 
the  form  of  brown  grains,  le  90  percent  oooaine,  The  rapid 
spread  of  "crack"  Is  closely  connected  with  the  extensive  use 
of  oooaine  In  the  United  States  In  recent  years. 

Ivan  Sedovi  From  where  does  the  drug  reaoh  the  United 
States? 

Natalia  Stephanovai  From  Latin  America.  The  drug 
traffic  routes  were  paved  long  ago,  and  the  drug  smugglers 
make  little  effort  to  oonceal  them.  Seventy-five  percent  of 
the  cooaine  enters  the  United  States  via  Florida,  and  It  la 
there  that  dollars  obtained  through  the  drug  trade  are 
invested  in  supermarkets,  posh  villas  and  banks. 

Ivan  Sedovi  Sd  the  picture  Is  more  or  less  dear 
it  mean  we  end  our  investigation  there? 

Natalia  Stephanovai  On  the  contrary,  we  are  only 
starting  It.  I  wns  Intrigued  by  a  report  of  the  ABO 
Television  Network,  which  said  the  cocaine  was  being  shipped 
to  Florida  from  Costa  Rica  by  Nicaraguan  contras. 

Iran  Sedovi.  Well,  I  don't  sea  anything  surprising  In 
that,  considering  the  brutality  and  greed  nf  former  dlotator 
Somoza'a  troops,  who  now  account  for  the  minority  of  the 
contras.  Many  of  them  participated  In  drug  traffiolng  baok 
at  the  time  of  Somezn'n  rule  In  Nicaragua,

Natalia  Stephhnovai  Well,  what  do  you  think?  What^W 
your  theory? 

Ivan  Sedovi  Maybe  the  drug-smuggler  felt  pange  of 
femoree  and  began  to  collaborate  with  the  authorities  in 
uncovering  the  drug  network? 

Natalia  Stephanovai  Nothing  of  the  kind]  He  simply 
presented  a  letter  from  the  oontra-leaders,  whioh  sail  that 
the  money  obtained  through  drug- traffiolng  was  meant  for  the 
operations  against  Nicaragua. 

Ivan  Sedovi  So,  according  to  the  loglo  of  Amerloan 
offlolala,  in  euch  circumstances  It's  permissible  to  smuggle 
drugs  Into  the  United  States. 

Natalia  Stephanovai  Yes,  It  seems  It  is... 

Ivan  Sedovi  And  Is  there  any  evldenoe  throwing  light 
upon  the  relations  between  the  authorities  and  the  drug- 
smugglers  among  the  "oontras"? 

Natalia  Stephanovai  Yes,  I've  managed  to  find  out 
something.  Here's  a  UPI  report  1  Two  drug- smugglers  In  a 
Miami  Jail  have  started  giving  sensational  evidence.  They've 
oenfessed  that  they  smuggled  oooaine  Into  the  United  States 
on  orders  from  "oontras",  and  that  the  prooeeds  were  meant 
for  buying  arms.  What's  more,  theCTA  had  not  only  been  in 
the  know,  but  had  assloted  the  "contras", 

Ivan  Sedovi  In  what  way? 

*  Natalia  Stephanovai  I  don't  know,  T  haven't  seen 
Information  about  that.  Hut  maybe  nur  listeners  have  their 
theories  on  this  eoore.  With  their  help  we  oould  oontimie 
our  investigation.  But  I  have  another  report  which  makes 
something  clear  even  now.  /Rn  American  Attorney  Walsh,  has 
said  that  Columbian  drug- emu gglers  were  connected  with  the 
oompany  "Southern  Air  Transport".  This  company  has  long  had 
ths  reputation  of  acting  no  e  "cover"  for  the  CIA.  It  has 
oome  to  light  that  a  rnrgo  plane  of  that  company  was  used 
to  carry  the  drugs  and  weapons. 

Ivan  Sedovi  A  pertinent  question  arisest  what  are  the 
motives  behind  this  move?  T  onn  understand  why  American 
offlolals  oonnlve  with  the  contras'  crimes  nnd  even  help  them. 
The  "oontras"  have  promised  to  overthrow  the  Sandlnleta 
Government  end  re-establish  the  old  pro-Amerloen  order,  which 
existed  In  Somoza's  day.  But  what's  the  oonneotlon  between 
the  OIA  and  the  Columbian  drug-business? 

Natalia  Stephanovai  That's  something  we  hope  to  find 
out  during  our  Investigation..  But  what's  olear  even  now  is 
that  Amerloan  Aecret  Agencies  have  long  been  olosely  connected 
with  the  International  drug-business.  Besides,  this 
collaboration  Isn't  limited  to  Latin  America,  A  Danish 
journalist,  Henrick  Kruger,  in  his  book  "Drugs  as  Weapons 
turned  to  the  well-known  "golden  Triangle",  to  the  opium 
plantations  in  the  South  East  Asia  -  in  the  region  where 
Burma,  Thailand  and  Laos  converge.  He  cites  evldenoe  that 
already  during  the  Viet  Hnm  war,  the  CIA  assumed  oontrol  of 
many  plantations  and  laboratories  and  flew  the  heroin  out 
aboard  "Air  America"  planes. 

Ivan  Sedovi  I’ve  seen  several  reports  saying  that  In 
many  oountrles  arrested  drug-smugglers  turned  out  to  bs 
members  of  the  armed  groups  set  up  by  opponents  of  the  Afghan 
Government,  But  it's  known  that  these  groups  maintain  close 
oontaot  with  the  Amerloan  Administration,  They  reaelved 
great  quantities  of  American  weapons  and  much  money.  Isn't  ; 
there  an  American  connection  in  the  drug-business  here  as  welXJ 

Natalia  Stephanovai  I  haven't  tnveetlgated  that  yet,  1 
But,  as  in  the  case  of  ths  Palme  nnnansinatlon,  we'll  be 
keeping  you  informed  of  any  new  fnctn  that  may  eurfaoe,
